It's all part of a transformation that has seen a 62-year-old meat 
market become a dual showcase for art and antiques called River 
Edge Galleries.

Mishicot's museum 


In 1875 the Mishicot com- 
munity built a two-room school, 
which was used for that pur- 
pose until it was replaced, and 
moved to its present site, in 
1905. During 1905-1985 it was 
used first as the Mishicot Town 
Hall, and then as a village ga- 
rage and storage building. 
A group of people in the 
MAGIC organization who were 
interested in preserving local 
history for future generations 
requested the village govern- 
ment to grant permission to 
repair and restore the building, 
and convert it into a museum. 


Restoration, including 
woodwork, windows, floor, bell 
tower, painting, etc. has been 
done mostly with volunteer 
help, and is slated for comple- 
tion in spring 1990. A variety of 
exhibits for the museum have 
been donated, and an opening 
date of Memorial Day or early 
summer is planned. 


Pioneer and early life in 
the area — farming, Indian rel- 
ics, home life, schools, and more 
— will be illustrated with arti- 
facts and pictures. We hope you 
wil enjoy your visit to our 
Mishicot Museum, corner of 
North Rockway and Randolph 
Street.

enough, and they can fish walleye, north- 
em pike, and panfish. 

Leading into Mishicot is the Ice 
Age Trail. During the Ice Age, some 
15,000 years ago, most of northern North 
America lay under the grip of colossal ice 
sheets. The effects of the advancing and 
retreating glaciers can be seen in the 
headlands of Cape Cod, the Finger Lakes 
of New York, and the hills of Michigan; 
but nowhere is the glacier’s work upon 
the land more impressive than in Wiscon- 
sin. 

Wisconsin’s legacy from the gla- 
ciers and meltwater streams of the Ice 
Age is a landscape of great diversity and 
beauty. The 1000-mile trail in Wisconsin 
will be similar to the Appalachian Trail in 
the southeastern U.S. Approximately 160 
miles have been certified thus far, and
